Modena, ‘Fuly22, The King of Sardinia having with- 
drawn almoft ali his Cavalry from hence, as well as from 
Parma, Placentia, Reggio, and Cafal-Maggiore, there 
remains now no more tian 300 of his Troops in this 
Country, who have téken up their Quarters in the 
Neighbourhood of Reggio. All the Piedmontefe Foot 
are {till in Lombardy, where they are to aét in Con- 
junction with her Hungarian Majefty’s Forces. Ic is 
agreed, that as fon as the Reafons ceafe for which thefe 
Forces are recalled, they fhall be fent back hither. The 
Magiftrites of Health, thro’ the Grand Duchy of Tufcany, 
have cat off all Communication with Naples as well as 
Sicily, in order to prevent the Contagion from penetra- 
ting into his Royal Highnels’s Dominions.
